Naval Gun Ranges. . 


There is some controversy as to whether- the .recent appro- 


priation for increasing the range of naval guns should be ex- 
pended. Great Britain says that no alterations of the guns on 
her capital ships have been made since the vessels were built, 
and some people seem to think it would be a violation of the 
Washington armaments treaty to bring our guns up to an equal 
range with the British. Their reasoning is not easy to follow. 
The -Washington treaty' fixing the 5-5-3 ratio related to ton- 
nage, with no mention of guns except a maximum limitation 
on their calibre. There appears to be nothing either in the 
letter or the spirit of the treaty to prevent the United States 
from bringing its ships up to their highest state, efficiency. The 
mere fact that the appropriation was granted largely on -an 
erroneous statement that Great Britain had made similar 
changes in "her gun ranges does ncrt lessen the need for the 
improvement.
